Some­ 
times they do nothing more than 
shout at passers-by, while at other 
times they have been known to hail 
passing motorists, scramble into the 
machine and proceed to “ joy ride" 
until the week small hours of the 
morning . 
Parents Helpless 
After returning from thesr con­ 
tinued rides or other types of jaunts, 
their parents take them to the juve­ 
nile court for reprimand, said Miss 
Barnard. The g irls then take an air 
of defense. They resent being sent to 
the court. 
Some of them also have a well de­ 
veloped 
delinquent 
attitude. 
Their 
parents usually remark, “ Nothing can 
be done with my daug hter at home, 
we have no control over her.” The de­ 
linquent attitude then asserts itself 
in scorn, sarcasm, antag onism and in­ 
difference.

juvenile court of Denver, love of ad­ 
venture is one of the chief causes of 
delinquent attitude cases brought be­ 
fore the court for attention. 
Girls whose parents continually Qag 
them and those whose homes are not 
suitable in which to entertain their 
friends are especially susceptible to 
this longing for something new, said 
Miss Barnard. 
In order to satisfy this desire, 
girls and boys meet on street cor­ 
ners and form gangs. 
Here, mob 
psychology rules their actions. Some­ 
times they do nothing more than 
shout at passers-by, while at other 
times they have beer known to hail 
passing motorists, scramble into the 
machine and proceed to "joy ride” 
until the week small hours of the 
morning. 
Parents Helpless 
After returning from thes^ con­ 
tinued rides or other types of jaunts, 
their parents take them to the juve­ 
nile court for reprimand, said Miss 
Barnard. The girls then take an air 
of defense. They resent being sent to 
the court. 
Some of them also have a well de­ 
veloped 
delinquent 
attitude. 
Their 
parents usually remark, "Nothing can 
be done with my daughter at home, 
we have no control over her.” The de­ 
linquent attitude then asserts itself 
in scorn, sarcasm, antagonism and in­ 
difference. It is a defense reaction in 
that it resents adult criticism. 
However, young people are always j 
desirous of adult approval, asserted 
Miss Barnard, but if they < a a not get I 
it, they conceive all manner of meth­ 
ods to attract attention even though | 
such methods result only in adult 
shock. 
"Sometimes,” remarked Miss Bar­ 
nard, "revenge will enter into the 
childish mind. At 13 there is generally 
a feeling of revenge that is very 
strong. The child does not reason. She I 
just act:.. Perhaps by running away j 
from ho.ne aile will cause worry. She 
derives an enormous amount of sat­ 
isfaction in this, and she hopes that 
something will happen to her. 
Steal To Adorn 
"Stealing also has its beginning at 
the dangerous age bf 13. The girls 
want personal adornment which will ; 
serve to make them attractive to J 
"boy friends.” The articles ,&U Jen an ; 
small things -compacts or silk stock­ 
ings, usually, because at the begii - 
ning dresses arc too hard to ‘get 
away with.’ 
When these girls are 
brought before the coml they are ter­ 
rified and promise never to do it 
again. 
"There are also fine attitudes dis­ 
played by the majority of these de­ 
linquents. 
In some instances it is 
loyalty to their group, the street gang, 
for when questioned, they will never 
place the blame on any one person.”

Stains AnaHzed 
But, so far as police revelations 
were concerned 
there was nothing 
definite regarding the whereabouts of 
the murder suspect. 
Analysis of bloodstains found on the 
bathroom wall of an apartment here i 
was underway today. This apartment, 
raided by police, was declared by ; 
them to have been occupied by Hick­ 
man, who h id rented it under the 
name of Evans. 
Clues proving that Hickman had c - 
cupied the apartment, and evidence 
tending to connect him with the kid­ 
naping and slaying cf the Parker gil l, 
were reported by the police. 
The story of a janitor to the ef­ 
fect that the occupant of the apart­ 
ment had transferred several parcels 
to .an automobile Friday, indicated 
that the girl had been slain and iii - 
membered the day before part of her 
body was delivered to her father, Per­ 
ry M. Parker, bank official, for $1500 
ransom, officers asserted.

It was further declared that the 
suspect had perpetrated several drug­ 
store robberies over a period of throe 
weeks to obtain anaesthetics which he 
may have used on the kidnaped girl.

Hickman, police say, became the 
object of suspicion when investigation I 
revealed he had been employed as a 
messenger in the bank where the 
Parker girl’s father is assistant ( ash­ 
ier. Parker had refused to keep him 
in employment after the youth had 
been arrested on a forgery char 
muted his guilt, and placed on pro 
batlon. Revenge for this, according to 
the authorities, is believed to have 
been the motive for the kidnap ing 
and alay ing.
